II. Public Comment: There was no public comment. 


III. Meeting Notes: Meeting notes from May 10,2017 were distributed to the committee for review, 
rv. Reports 

A. Staff Report: 

a. Homeless Issues: ^^^^|reported on the results from the 2017 LAHSA Homeless 
Count. The increase in the city over 2016 numbers (20%) and in the county (23%) was quite stunning to all. 
She described a memo she had sent to the directors of both BID boards suggesting three activities that the 
business community might want to pursue in light of this news: (1) continue to advocate for a shelter for 
Hollywood, and help to identify a space (e.g., vacant warehouse, retail building, etc) that could be adaptively 
reused, even if only for a year or so; (2) identify a location where permanent supportive housing could be 
located here in Hollywood; (3) assist The Center in their ability to compete for Measure H related grants, 
which would entail establishing a reserve fund to help them withstand the long delays in government grant 
payments, which creates a cash flow crisis for a small agency like them. 

b. Communications with city officials re/ public safety trends in Hollywood: 
reported that since the last committee meeting, several important conversations have been held. Yesterday^™ 
Deputy Mayor for Public Safety, Jeff Gorell came to Hollywood and met with several stakeholders and also 
took a walk on the Boulevard. He also spent about 30 minutes with the board for the Sunset BID. Last week, 
Kerry Morrison and two other BIDs met with City Attorney Mike Feuer. And about a month ago, 
Councilmember Mitch O'Farrell came and walked the boulevard, and he was joined by Deputy Chief Kato and 
Captain Pinto. There was a general discussion about how to keep the conversation going, as it is important to 
not hold back on the realities of some of the erratic and violent behaviors that are reported every few days in 
both BIDs. 


c. Public Safety Survey: ^^^^|mentioncd that, in the interest of gathering data and 
metrics to document the perception of safety in the community, a survey has been developed. Security 
Committee members were given the opportunity to beta test the survey and after feedback is gathered from the 
BIDs, it will be ready to be released. The survey is geared for students, residents and people who do business 
here. Morrison hopes to have results to share in August. 

B. Andrews International Report: reviewed some of the highlights from his report 

dated 4-24-17 to 6-4-17. He discussed some ke^vents^nd pointed out that at this time, we are about 300 
calls ahead of this same time last year, which was a record-breaking year for calls into the BID office.

C. LAPD - Lt. ^^^^^^^epresented LAPD Hollywood Division. He provided some 
background on a few recent incidents that had generated some media attention^Jne involved a man with a 
pit bull inside of Ghirardelli. The dog bit an off duty police officer. confirmed that the dog 

had been provoked by his owner out on the street, scaring passerby. by the officer. 

Another involved a stabbing at Hollywood and Bronson, near the encampment near Tommy’s. Lt. Ling 
reported that LAPD was able to arrest the suspect this week. The victim in that stabbing was killed. 

Finally, Lt. Ling did describe how resources are re-deployed because of the need to protect first amendment 
protests. A recent RESIST event at Hollywood & Highland required 140 police officers. This does take 
resources from other areas, and these protests can sometimes erupt almost spontaneously. 

He also mentioned that effective July 1, LAPD will be taking over patrol for the METRO. 

V. New Business: ^^^Hmentioned that in the new Management Plan for the BID, there will be language 
included that will giv^n^ommittee and board in the new BID the ability to consider an alternativeto armed 
security. She said the flexibility will be created because with the decline in private persons arrests, and the 
desire expressed by some to see a more visible BID Patrol, this is an option that could be discussed. Steve 
said that in the interim, he is looking to try a pilot whereby a few unarmed bike patrol officers could be 
deployed, to increase visibility. 


VI. Next Meeting: The next meeting is scheduled for July 12, 2017. 

VII. Adjournment: There being no further business the meeting was adjourned at 11:25 a.m.
